today given 15.days to reply to th-e 
terras of peace presented by the Al- 
lied nations. 


M. Clemenceau; president of the 


peace conference, was the first prom- 
inent figure to arrive today at the 
meeting at which the terms of peace 
wre presented. 


Secretary of State Lansing and 


Henry White were the first American 
executives to arrive. Premier Orlan- 
do ot Italy and Premier Paderewski 
of Poland and Arthur J. Balfour fol- 
lowing. 


At 12:10 o'clock President Wilson 


had not arrived and the ceremony of 
presentation was delayed somewhat. 
The president, however, reached St, 
Germain at 12:14 o'clock. A puncture 
in the tire of Iris automobile"had held 
him up on the way. 


The Austrian representatives ar- 


rived at 12:22 o'clock, entering tiie 
chamber by a rear entrance. The dele- 
gates were attired in conventional 
morning dress. 


The Austrian^ were escorted in by 


an Italian officer. Immediately upon 
iheir arrival the session was formally 
opened by announcement of the head 
usher. Premier Clemcnceau at o-nce 
began Ms ad-dress. 


M. Clemenceau spoke only tbree 


minutes. The ball was densely pack-
